How do you feel about pressing our 
first CD? 

Matt : Your asking me why I wanted to put it out? 

Nol3 : Yeah and about their new one too. 

Joe Zippo : Also why was it assembled in sweatshops in 
Guatimala?(Laugliter) 

Matt : First off. I'm speaking for 3 people. Originally we didn't 
have the money to do it, and I run the label with Eric, who plays 
bass in Missionshifter.

With the popularity of SS Decontrol, Gang Gtym, F.U.’s, etc..., one of the more overlooked Boston hardcore bands is 
Jerry shuts, deny s kids have been around for over a year now and have evolved into a very tight band. They indude 
j Rick Jones on bass and vocals, Bob Certci on guitar, Dave Aronson on guitar and Brian Betzger on drums Rick’s younger 
borther Bryan was the original vocalist, but he had to quit due to pressures from home. Bryan's vocals are featured on the 
cuts on "Boston, Not LA. " and "My Machine Gun" on the Modern Method hardcore EP. Joe, who Rick calls "a good kid " 
was vocal,st f or awhile but didn't work out, so Rick took on doable responsibility as vocalist and bassist They have a new 
6 song tape, done at Radiobeat in Boston. 2 turns, "Tear ItUp" and "Don’t Need It." have been getting local airplay It's 
the first recordings to feature Rick on vocals and he does a super job. ' 

I had the opportunity to speak to Rick over the phone What follows are Some questions and Rick's paraphrased answers: / 

SP: What did you think of "Boston, Not LA"? 

Rick: When Modern Method offered us the opportunity to record, 
we jumped at it W e may ha ve been too new a band al the time. 

When we did JfUncontrollable, " Bryan made up tit words as he 
went alorg. Some of the songs were immature. I feel pur new stuff :

Urn, hooked up with Jeff [Ema]... give him a tape of 
some songs to come into the studio and play , and he liked 'em, and we 
started jammin’ and the next thingy on know Mike started coming down 
[saying] “Hey, I like these songs too!" and then we just started writing 
songs.^.so basically, [it all started] in his basement! 

Sean: Really? 

Mike: Jeff was the catalyst!

Mike: I think maybe a little bit of both... there 'll be moments in the songs 
when any listener might here elements of D rop kicks, you might hear Real 
Kids iii there, you might even hear a little heavy metal in there too, you 
know what I mean?

Sean: So there’s no one particular person? 

Mike: Uh-uli, no way ! 

Rob: I mean, it started [with] me & Mike just because the band's 10 months old 
and Michelle just joined the band a few months ago, and she's just starting to 
throw in input, “Why don’t we do this, why don't we do that?" So it's definitely 
a whole band collaboration where songwriting goes. 

Mike: Wliy would you want to limit y ourself? I wouldn't wait to be in a band 
where it's like: “Ok, it’s all on your shoulders!” M aybe somepeople are 
comfortable with that. I couldn't identify with that, there's no way I'd be 
comfortable with that. If Rob’s got something good, Michelle's got sometliing 
good even if the big, husky burly giy behind the kit has something goo cl 
[laushter]. If you don't want toput any ideas out, you want to have every tiling 
in, it just makes the band better, that's ny interpretation. 

Rob: We all listen to everybody 's ideas. We’ll play it oneway, “Well let's tiy it 
this way, we’ll tiy it that way," when it feds rujit, it’s right. Some son^ take 
two months to write, some don't. 

Sean: Now you guys just signed with Crosscheck Records, how did that deal 
come about? 

Rob: That was Wade Kincaid. . .. 

Mike: Wade Kincaid is our obligatory whipping boy slash manager [laughs] 
Sean: Slash therapist, slash... 

Wade: [off camera] Slash babysitter! 

Mike: We say “jump," he says “how high?" If we say we want the Partridge 
Bus, he goes and gets the Partridge Bus! 

Rob: You need a place to plug in your batteiy, he'll find a way to get it. [One 
camera died during tliis interview] 

Mike: If I s ay “Hey , I need a five spot," he gives it to me. He’s hanging on by a 
thread ris)it now, but we love him. 

Rob: But he was the link, he was absolutely the link. 

Mike: He calls a lot too, talks for a longtime on the phone... [burst of laughter] 
You gotta tell him to take a breath every now and then. But we love him. 

Sean: So you guys are goingin the studio, getting ready to record a new 
album. . .when do you think you'll have it out and what songs do you think 
you’ll put on it? 

Rob: I think June, it's gonna be. And as many songs as we can get on there! All 
the songs that are on the demo, all the songs that we're playing tonight, except 
for “Dirty Sea", it's kind of up in the air, I don’t know what we're doing with 
that - it 's a cover. 

Sean: A Swingin' Utters cover? 




Mike: From the “Sounds Wrong" EP? 

Sean: Don't know 7 if I’ve heard it... 

Mike: Look it up at your local record store! Fat Wreck Chords actually got 
ahold of some of their bade catalog and took it over, and they reissued the 
“Sounds Wrong" EP and “The Streets of San Francisco".

Sean: Will do. So any particular favorite songs you guys have? 

Rob: We could probably answer that individually. What’s your favorite song.

Jeff: I'm gpima gp with “Last Call", it’s a brand new one. [raucous laughter 
from band] I like the new songs! 

Mike: The ones that we haven’t even worked on yet! He always wants to 
have a controversial answer or point of view... I'd have to say “Locked & 
Loaded" is my favorite song, because it’s hill of enthusiasm, agg ession, 
confrontation, and readiness - it’s just a great song I love it. 

Sean: Now see, that’s fumy, cause I was thinking either “Justifiable 
Fisticuffs" or “Cit Down on the I2th" cause they 're both really strong 
anthem type song?. 

Jeff: Those are good too! 

Rob: They' 're all good! 

Midielle: That would have been the easy' answer, tlioush, to say “Fisticuffs". 

I think everybody loves “Fisticuffs" They know those songs more, people 
sing a long to those. 

Rob: The east coast likes “Justifiable", the west coast seems to like “Locked 
& Loaded". 

Mike: And in Japan they really love... [laughter] 

Rob: We’re still waiting on the European feedback, we're not sure what they 
like! 

Sean: You’re bigin Helsinki! Now Mike, obviously' you come from one of 
the most popular bands in punk rock. Do you feel like that reputation 
precedes you? 

Mike: I don't sly away from that - I’m proud of iny time in theMurphys. But 
I'm particularly proud of the way they Ye 
conducted themselves when I left. There 
were all sorts of rumors and stuff that I 
heard about me and Kenny being on 
bad terms and that it was a less than 
amicable departure and all that stuff. 

Nothing could be 1 ess from the truth. 

M e and Kenny hang out, we go to 
hockey' games, Al was the perfect, I 

perfect replacement. Al has been in the 
business of street rock /jp unk rock/rock 
& roll since he was knee-high to a 
polar bear, and I tliink that lie’s done 
a g eat job. I tliink the band has moved 
on on their own terms the way that they' 
always wanted to, and that's wly 
they’re one of the most popular punk 
rock bands in the world - is the way 
they Ye conducted themselves. 

They 've been good to their fans, the 
music speaks for itself, it’s really 
good I'm not gonna be like, “Oh, I 
don't want to talk about that," I’m 
proud of ny time in that band But I'm 
more proud of how tiny 've continued 
to conduct themselves and they' do it 
on their own terms, and they sing 
about what thy know!

8/16- THE SUBURBAN NOISE FESTIVAL: DOA, Slapshot, DRI, Duane Peters and The H units, Darkbuster, Down 
By Law; The Unseen, The Explosion, Gang Green, Toxic Narcotic, The Marvels, The Aniazonibies, The Damaged, 
and Missionsifter@ The Topsfield Fairgrounds Reviewed by Pat - The FNS Guy- and The Solid Citizen 
I was pretty syked about this festival 1 had wrangled some all access press passes 
(THANKS STU !) and invited my buddy Andre to tag along and cover this with me. A 
long and painful Commuter Rail ride and we arrived in Ip switch at about 10:30 in the 
moring. The " shuttles" from the T stop to the festival were just a figment of somebodys 
imagination so, we all took off walking hvords the fairgrounds, which the drunken 
VFW patrons had said was about 3 miles away. 45 minutes and 1 1/2 miles later we get 
picked up by some guy and dropped off at the fairgrounds. We were so lucky. If we had 
walked the whole way, it would have taken like 3 hours. The show was in a huge metal 
building that is usually used for the rodeo. After procuring our passes and saying hello 
to some friends and the cute girl working the ticket booth , we make our way inside. 

At the Topsfield Fair Grounds, a new twist was recently put on the zen 
proverb that asks: If a tree falls in the woods and no one is there to 
hear it, does it make a sound? For eight hours on a warm Saturday in 
August, 16 bands from across North America gathered in a north shore 
rodeo palace to inaugurate what was hopefully the first annual Suburban 
Noise Festival. The location was right, in what seemed like the middle of 
God’s country, Massachusetts. The music too: a program of "punk rock" 
diverse enough to warrant the umbrella term ’noise.’ Attendance however, was so paltry it didn’t entirely 
feel like a festival. Which begs the question: If a band plays a set and no one is there to hear itbespite 
the fact the promoter was likely throwing up in the port-o-let for the lack of tickets sold, the event 
was a complete success. While the day offered a variety of bands that perhaps did not appeal to all, 
every one played well and each found a crowd responsive to their music. Hopefully next years will be 
better advertised and better attended, 

Missionshifler was already a couple songs into their set. If you had asked me what small local band would on this festival, I 
wouldn't have picked Mis sionshifter. They ere a great band but just kind of an odd choice by the promoter. Anyway their set 
was great and their sound was sooo much better on the huge professional sound system. They were nervious, even though 
there was only like 30 or so people there and rightly so cone idering they usually play 30 people shows at VFW's. 1 really like 
these guys and I wish they would make it down to the city more often. 

Overlook Record’s Mission Shifter, playing the opening slot, proved a positive omen for the tone of the 
show. This young four piece from Boston play melodic hard-core by the way of early Minor Threat. 
Multiple vocalists for once were not a distraction as the individual vocals were a nice contrast to an 
otherwise cohesive songwriting style. 

They set up the stage in 2 sections. While the hand on the left was playing, the band on the right was setting up. So once one 
band was done, the next band was ready. This made more time for more bands since their was only about 5 minutes between 
each. After Miss ion shifter was done The Damaged started to play. These guys are from Western Mass (Adams) and played 
the mid-tempo punk rock that seems to be all the rage right now. While they were playing one of their friends ( that I had met 
earlier) leaned over and told me that they were on the new Fat City Magazine Compilation.. ..I didn't hold that against them. 
Aside from not really breaking any new ground, they had some good songs and played them well. They got that Dropkick 
Murphys thing going on for them. Good? Bad? 

The Damaged was seemingly a last minute addition to the bill and was another young four-piece unit. 

TMs time hailing from somewhere in western Mass. Again, watching t his energetic street punk band with 
a healthy dose of metal at the tender hour of 12:00 was an encouraging sign for the approximately *50 
people so far in attendance. An upwards trajectory was being achieved towards the more notable acts • 
later that day. 





I don't remeber the Pseudo-Heroes. Oops. 

The 1000 tatting average dipped however slightly when the 
Pseudo-Heroes took the stage. By no means a had hand, 
they did seem somewhat out of place. A sound in the vein 
of late 80's Toxic Reasons, the guitarist's long haired 
appearance seemed to frighten the uniformed spiked belt 
crowd as the majority stepped out for some cotton candy 
and a quick ride on the Gups and Saucers. The curious 
and sensitive (young women mostly) returned to catch 
was a solid albeit slightly emo rock set. 

The Amazombies were a three piece from I think California? Their 
songs were mediocre and nothing really. ..well, even good. The 
singer was hot though, and had a really nice butt. 

Next up, Seattle's" Amazombies. For churning lame grunge 
bands through the nineties it seems Seattle lately has 
been apologizing to the rest of the world by sending it some classic punk rock and roll. These guys 
(two women, one guy actually) aren't cut. and paste IMrtnap records band sound alikes and rather bear a 
striking sonic resemblance to Boston's own The Dents. 

A friend of ours is the new drummer for The Marvels I can't say that I really like them, but I can't say that I really don't like 
them either. Their songs were nothing to write home about and I can't actually remember much about their set, so I guess it 



wasn't that memorable. 

The show is starting to fill up, but not really. By the time it's The Marvels turn there must be only a 
couple of hundred of 16 year olds. Not bad for upstairs at the Middle East but in this arena it looks 
like a church on Wednesday afternoon; pretty empty. The Marvels have an album's worth of songs that are 
great and play their set drawing exclusively from this CD. Their rhythm guitarist (ex Pug-Uglies) is 
playing his first gig with them and performs with the requisite swagger of a tour hardened veteran. A 
small pit has started and the crowd's attention is divided between the music and two kids sumo wrestling 
in the dirt. Afterwards they shook hands and skipped arm and arm out for some fried dough. 

Toxic Narcotic on the other hand, fuckin' blew me away. It doen't matter how many times I see these guys they still impress 
me every time. They've been looking for a new drummer, but I guess none oj them have cut it because their original drummer 
Sam played this show. He's so fucking sick. lean say with confidence that he's the best hardcore/crossover drummer I've 
ever seen. And tight as fuck. Bill made a point to make sure that the crowd, though held back by barriers, were allowed the 
mic to sing-a-long. Chalk up another great and intense TN set. 

When the fried dough was digested the liberty spike set reconvened to pay homage to the powerful Toxic 
Narcotic, providing the first highlight of the day. Their patented Thrash-Core sound owes much to DRI 
who performed later, and yet their interpretation is completely their own. Taking the prize for first 
singer to bridge the gap between the audience and the five foot tall s' 
by what reminds one of the elevator scene from Dawn of the Dead. 

Hordes of pale bodies rushed to the barricade, fists raised and 
mouths open. This time it was only to sing the words to their 
tender ballad; Asshole. 

This was the first time. I had ever seen Gang Green These guys are one of my 
favorite Boston hardcore bands and their records just kick ass. Though they did 
stray from the hardcore scene in the late 80 's, we all forget that, and only 
remember the "Another Wasted Night" Gang Green and the "Skate to Hell" Gang 
Green. This was the Gang Green I saw. To me, it was a chance to see one of my 
favorite local heroes. Yeah, their song is now old and.. .actually kind of slow but 
that was Chris Dohrety up there and he could do no wrong. It might sound like 
I'm putting them up on a pedistal...well, lam. 

Something now for the old folks. Owing to the still early hour of 
three o'clock Chris Doherty and Gang Green take the stage looking 
fit enough to pass any field sobriety test It's to their advantage 
that the party is still in first gear as they play a spot-on solid 
set of all the classics that you wanted to hear, even though it was 
limited to thirty minutes. Perhaps too unknowing to notice the kids 
are nevertheless appreciative and the first circle pit forms. All 
moshers who are knocked to the ground are marked for the day as 

the floor is a compact layer of fine dirt. None seem dismayed and most proudly wear their stains. 



he Unseen 


Boston's newest Virvin Records aquisition The Explosion played next. Ya 
know, 1 never liked The Explosion back when I sow them at hall shows, and I 
don't like them now. They're defiuatilly handsom, and have highly 

marketable looks and a highly marketable sound. Me no likev 

Boston's The Explosion have come a long -way in only a year. 

Constant touring and recording for their nev label (ahem-.Virgin 
Records) has refined what was once at best half baked punk 
anthems. In fact, their sound seems best served in a large 
venue. Great rhythm, catch riffs and a vocalist who can 
actually carry a tune make a group for whom it is wished that 
big things happen. let alone that the singer Matt is one of the 
quicker witted and genuinely funny front men at the moment. 

They prove the second highlight of the afternoon. 

Ahhyes, The Unseen. Man I've been waiting the whole review to get to them. Their newest record "Explode" was good. I 
grudgingly gave them a good review because it is a deiceut slab o' wax. Their live show left alot to be desired however. The 
old songs that I use to love like "No Authority" seemed boring and fake. These guys are so detached from the Boston punk 
scene and allot of us still think that they are the old Unseen we all use to love. Their not. They are punk rock businessmen 




and it s only a mater of time before they are completely sold-out. Yeah mabye I'm being stupid and unreasonable, .oh well. 
Never having been a fan, it is an unexpected pleasure to have seen the Unseen. With the last minute 
replacement of their guitarist Paul by the more than able guitarist from Crash and Burn and a solid 
new album these guys played a great Discharge inspired set. The lines between stars and fans are 
completely blurred as anyone of these kids and most of the entire band are wearing liberty spikes 
poke out an eye and studs and leather that cost more than rent on an average apartment. No one can 
say they don't try and certainly the manufacturers of unflavored gelatin are always thankful these kids 
exist. 

After Andre told me tliatDownBy Law's front man was Dave Smalley (DYS), I wished that they had been better. They just 
didn't even peak my interest. 

Down by law boasts the appropriate pedigree. Ex-DYS' Dave Smalley appearance should have guaranteed 
him an audience as zealous as those for the otter hometown heroes. However, it seems much time spent in 
the 1A sun has baked away his BHC roots (unless you want to chalk it up to maturity) and his bleach 
blonde roots give him an heir of the quintessential California surfer dude ala Jeff Spiccoli. Their 
sound as well is a little too Surf Punks for most of the crowd and a ride on the Perris Wheel seems the 
best answer for tired feeet. 

Lots of mixed feelings about Darkbuster. My roommate loves them. Ion the other hand, don't see the charm. Their songs 
are nothing special and their recient re-formation leaves a bad taste in my mouth. After a couple of years of hike warm 
responces from Boston, the Darkbuster crew went on the win the WBCN Rumble. Soon after they broke up. Then after their 
later projects stalled, they retimed. Sounds alittle oportunistic. to me. Attywho, I didn't get much out of them. Most either 
hate 'em or love 'em. 

Did everyone come here to see Darkbuster? It seems that way. If these guys broke up as the result of 
any animosity, it appears as water under the bridge today. Smiling and playing the blue-collar 

drinking songs that made them famous, it is a 
great set. This again underscores an 
■unanswerable question; if these guys could sell 
out Axis why are there only a couple of hundred 
here now? Obviously the word didn't get out. 
Hopefully, they will be back soon. Highlight? 
Eric Edmonston in bikini briefs onstage face 
plant at set's end, to be followed immediately 
with a swan dive into the crowd not really 
clearing the barricade. Good thing beer 
replaces bone with rubber. 

US Bombs? not one of my all time favorite bands. 

Duane Peters and The Huns though, were great. Their 
songs are not the greatest, hfact as I sit I don 't think I 
remeber even one of them. But, their show way intense 
Their bass player, who some say is really a man, is this 
huge amazon woman that blew fireballs. Duane, who is 


pretty scary looking . was wondering around the stage singing, shaking and strutting to his lyrics. Worth watching but I'm 
not sure if they would be worth listening to. 

Nov here ’9 the real pinnacle of the day. Duane Peters is the living legacy to Darby and GG. Any rock 
burn out that has passed on to the great beyond has a kindred spirit with this man. Dirty punk rock 
is the musical setting against which Duane is given plenty of space to vent his id, which if truth were 
told seems as perforated a 9 the Drain of a mad cow. lyrics don’t rhyme, sentences are complete non- 
sequitors and he behaves with the lack of self-consciousness found only in 9mall children and wet brain 
drunks. Absolute fucking genius. Oh yeah, Corey Parks breathes fire Jist like in Nashville Pussy. 

I fucking loveDRI. Ilove all of their records, and I own a bunch of their videos and stuff It was definatilly cool to see them. 
Most of the crowd was not in attendance when they went on, but those who stuck around were definatilly thrash enthusiasts. 
These guys invented the fast thrash metal that 100’s of bands have copied since the mid eighties. Thier definatilly wear their 
age on their sleeve, but even that didn't keep them fi*om kicking ass. They are definatilly past their prime, but were cool to 
see. 




DRI? Great, they got back together. It seemed to satisfy a couple of kids in that vague demographic 
between 21 and 27 who seemed to know all the words. By the time these guys started making records, 
punk was a word that had become Interchangeable with heavy metal, only they weren’t wearing make-up. 
Though it wa 9 hours between sets. Toxic Narcotic has honed this sound to such a point it seemed not only 
redundant to see DRI but dull. 

The festival was a great chance to see bands that Ilove, but am too 
voting to have seen in their prime. Slapshot was another one. For 
years and years I've heard stories about Choke (Jack Kelly). We've all 
heard them. Along with the " he's gay" one and the "he's a hairdresser" 
one, there was the "he's an mean fucker !" one and the "if you go to a 
Slapshot show, you'll get you ass kicked" one. The Slapshot I saw on 
this Saturday were not mean assholes. Inf act, the Slapshot I saw joked 
around, and played the classics. Jack starts out with a funny anctedote 
about the "Mattress Giant" commercials. . . "Ohhhhhhh, 

A hhhhhhhhhf ! ! ! " and got some laughts. "Fire Walker" and "I've Had 
Enough" were awsome and got the kids moving. "Don't break your 
hip!" someone yells from the crowd. Jack takes this as a joke and 

makes an 

old guy pantomime. Very? funny. I guess back in the day, Slapshot 
and thier fans were dangerous. Now they are a fun band to see 
....and there is no ride to the hospital 

Oh now we’re supposed to be all excited to see Slapshot. 
As a kid. Slapshot was a genuinely dangerous and 
intimidating band. While their 9ound is still vicious, 
they seem to have lost all of that hate. Choke couldn’t 
9 top laughing at one point and Mark the drummer 
couldn’t resist inserting cookie monster backing vocals. 
The kids though aren’t so hung up on these fine points 
and again the smell of hot dogs makes the odor of a 
big guarantee hard to notice. 

I was so disapointed with DOA. Joey isn't aging very well, and 
his face jiggles allot while singing. The ir songs no longer have 
the impact that they once did mid I feel really upset just watching 

them. ... almost embarassed. I saw them play The Espresso Bar in 
Worcester about 5 years ago and I though they were awsome 

then, but this set was boring and discpointing. 

Slapshot were truly the climax, which made D.O.A.’s 
appearance seem like an afterthought. Joey’s in great 
voice and nearly 25 years of consistent touring make 
him a solid and reliable machine. After a few classics 
and a burning crucifix it is agreed with a quick ride 
back to the city waiting in the parking lot it’s time 
to go. Sorry Joey see you next time in the pit. 





Cut The Shit "Harmed And Dangerous" 45LP (Gloom)- Man, I've been waiting for tins 
one! Since I heard their last 45 I've been lying in wait for a full length.. .and they did not 
disappoint! I'm a little turned off by the cover. It's tliis glossy black, white and silver high 
contrast picture of some young kid dressed up like a cowboy sheriff. It in no way give hint 
to the total hardcore onslaught inside and at first glance I would guess it to be some crap- 
rock album The full length plays at 45, which is cool and wicked ol' sc tool dude. Since 
all of the tracks kind of overlap, there is no way youcanjust listen to one song... you gotta 
listen to the whole thing. And their no tiling wrong with that. I personally like the title 
track "Harmed and Dangerous" and lyrically "No Integr ity" says it all "who cares about 
convictions, as long as you get paid". A serious record for serious hardcore 
fens. (P)cta. thegeek.net 

Bottom Line 'No One's Safe" EP (Stab And Kill)- A great looking 7" with some cool ass artwork on the cover. This is an 
slow midtenpo hardcore band from NYC put out on our own hardcore up-start Boston label. Stab And Kill. The first 
track doesn't start me offwith the fucking intense track thatdeserves the Side A, track #1 slot. I actually would have 
switched the side since side two has a little more balls. I'm waiting the whole record for a track that will really fucking 
give it to ire and unfortunatilly it ever comes. If you like slow mo slung hardcore with lyrics tint speak to your sensitive 
and misunderstood side you'll dig tliis. It's not my tiling ttougli(P )mv\v .stabandkill.com 
The Riot (Demo)- The Riot are from Derry, NH. Having grown up a couple of towns over, I know 
how hard it is to be a punk rocker in one of the most consirvative states in the US. Cudos to them. 

Tliis demo actually lias some merit. Yeah, ok.. .they sing about typical stuff, being a punk, fightings 
and hating stuff. And yeah, the music is pretty typical punk rock/Oi stuff. But I like it. These 5 songs 
are cool and definatilly make for a good demo. I don't know why’ they didn't sound like tliis when I 
saw them live. (P) 

Righteous Jams "In 2003" Cass. (Lockinout)- A good sounding hardcore band from North Andover. 

The recording sounds really professional. Definatilly a straight edge hardcore band to a T. The vocal 
attacks remind me of a young Anthrax almost and a little Murphys Law perhaps? I'm even digging 
file dub track, though it's almost too good. Do we remeber Cookie Puss or Beastie Revolution? Tire 
tracks that turned a hardcore band into a rap superband? A cool tape and listenable. Nothing new, but 
then again../ what is?(P) 

D.T.K "Fresh For 2003" Cass. (Renegade)- There's something brewing in Portland, ME. Something big. Down To Kill is 
a punk rock outfit from Portland who aparently have started to put out their own DI Y tapes of their band and other bands 
in ME. Tliis tape was once "Hangiri Tough" by NKOTB and is now a one sided punk masterpiece. Great raw punk rock 
that isn't at all fluffy and though some parts are better than others, leaves me satisfied. Their singer K-Lub (who I think is 
tlie guy who does all ofthe tapes) sounds like a young, early Black Flag-era Henry Rollins. Only $2 to boot!(P) 

Genital Panik "s/t" Cass. (Renegade)- Again another great Renegade tape with a serious 

crust band singing about, not serious stuff, but fimny stuff Have you ever heard Toxic 
Narcotic's Demo? IfToxic liad sounded like they do now, on their demo, they would have 
sounded just like Genital Panik. Crusty as flick and still good enough to be listenable. These 
guys are talented, there's no doubt in my mind. My only worry is that they will fall to the 
wayside like so many crust bands. If you can find this tape, you'll love it.(P) 

The Knox "Decked For War" CDEP (Self) 5 songs of Hardcore Haverhill punk rock. 

Discharge style punk with Oi vocals. What I really like about these guys is that their songs 
are not like the traditional "yoiuig" punk band stuff. Songs like 'Later Days" isn't about, 
girls, or any stupid shit. The lyrics ain’t included but I'm sue most ofthe songs take a 
serious slant. 1 These guys are so young, and they've got so much potental. Tliis CD is only a 
taste of what they're capable of. Keep it up guys. (P)www.fucktheknax. can 
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Tommy And The Tenors "13 The Hard Way" CD (Rodent Popsicle) "Street Punk" is 
a word that is tossed around allot these days and unfortunatilly it has lost it's meaning. 

But Tommy And The Tenors fit almost snuggly into the "traditional" meaning of 
sheet punk. A mid- tempo Punk/Oi hybrid. Danceable, strong and serious but with a 
smug sense of humor. Highlight tracks are "T urn The Screw" and All N ight Long". 

These giys are worth a look and have come along way in the past couple of years. I've 
got everything they've put out, aside from a demo I'm sue, and tins is by far the best. I 
see big things in their fiiture.(P) 

Close Call "Someone Talked" CD (Stab And Kill)This CD is the complete "Someone 
Talked" 7" that was released on Gloom Records plus a bunch ofcompilation traks and 
live radio tracks. As hardcore as hardcore canbe. Warzone, (Old) H20, AF and the 
like. This fuckin' CD pumps my nads in a bad way. Even tire live tracks sound good. 

Fierce inteligent lyrics round out tins superb rebase and make a complete package.. ..a great, liardcore 
imstevpiece.(P)www.stabandkill.com 

Up To Here (Demo)- 1 actually tried out for these guys and after hearing this I'm kind 
of happy I didn't make it. Tire songs are in that Green- Dayesk vain. In feet if I didn't 
know better I'd say that this was a Green Day demo. OK, yeah the songs are catchy, 
but 1 need more from my punk rock. I need some tiling to get my blood pimping, and

Shallows and Flats (Demo)- Shallows and Flats is an intricute, technical "new 
grindcore" band from Boston I say "new gnndcore" because they don't sound like 
Napalm Death or Carcass or any of those old bands very much at all. I'm not all too 
familiar with newer grindcore bands so I'll take a stab and say they probably fit 
somewhere inbetweenPig Destoyer and The Locust. Either way they are an 
extremely talented band withreally intense squelling vocals. Crazy stops, changes and 
alot of noise. They also put on a good live perfcmance. Just watching them make tins 
explosion of sound, is awesome. (T) 

The Epidemic "s/t" LP (Welfare)- Where the flick did these guys come from? They're 
from Boston, but I’ve never heard of them.. .goes to show that I (if you can believe it) 
amNOT the end all be all of local punk music. This hot slab is 1 1 tracks of UK 82 
style punk assault. on society, the media, and all the other tilings that really pissed off 
punk bands sing about. There is nothing really ground breaking here. It’s a typical 
punk rock record. Jay's vocals remind me of Jorge, our favorite Casualty and the 
songs are fast and to the point. A solid rebase and a good punk record.(P) 

Anal Cunt "Defenders of the Hate" EP (Menace To Soberiety)- Our fevorite or for 
some, our least fevorite local piss-everyone-offthrash/noise band just rebased this 
sick 7". Actually I think that it was released a couple ofmonths ago. ..oh well. If 
you've heard anything from these guys, you know what you will get. Squeeling vocals, 
crunching guitars, blast beats and really long song titles that are intended to well.. .piss 
people off "All our fans are gay ", "Tire Word Homophobic is Gay" and "Even 
Though Your Culture Oppresses Women, You Still Suck You Fucking Towel Head". Some of the readers would probably 
perfer that I go into this big tiling about how degrading and wrong this single is. Well, it is. ..and I love it I won't be joining 
AC on any of their views soon, but I apreciate them mixing it up alittle. You already know if you will like this or not.(P) 
Tire Damaged "Victim Of Circumstance" CDEP (Self- Released)- Western Massachusetts' answer to more mid tempo street 
punk. A good starter CD butl think that the bar has definatilly been raised m the past couple of years and they just come . 
under. Its so hard to pull off that "Dropkrck Murphy's" sound. And unfortunatilly lots ofbands have jumped on that band 
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wagon in the past year or 2. Tmnotsaying the Damaged are one of them, I’m just 
saying that they need to do allot better if they ar n't. (P) 

Boston Scene Report "v/a" (TKO)- TKO Records liave decided to do a series of CD's 
that highlight smaller bands in cities all over tire US. Ifs a pretty big honor that Boston 
was then first choice. Two tracks from 4 bands. Suspect Device is finally getting 
some of the credit they deserve with the 2 opening tracks "Life We Lead" (which you 
can hear as tie intro to same titled punk TV show) and "Dead City Lights". The 
Tommy and The Terrors, who released a 7" on TKO a while back, contribute 2 
hacks. The songs are not their A+ materiaLbut still good. I'm not a big Fast Actin’ 

Fuses fan but their tracks are also choice cuts. And what really make me happy is The 
A- Team making it onto here. There is so much separation between the new hardcore 
bands and new punk bands, and ifs refreshing to see a hardcore band share a release 
with punk bands. Over all a great release and worth the (I think) $6 retail price. (P) 

Tombstone Chrome (Demo> Iftlie object of a band is to confuse the shit out ofthe listener. Tombstone Chrome hits it right 
on the spot. The first track is great. . . the second track is a shitty slow melodic pill of dung. . .and the thir d song is 
mediocre Hull? 

Mourningside "Some Secrets Are Better Left.... " CDEP (Rodent Popsicle)- 1 gotta give 
these guys credit.
